(A) strengthening the legal authority and12

independence of the National Human Rights13

Commission;14

(B) establishing police complaints commis-15

sions with authority and independence to receive16

complaints and carry out effective investigations;17

(C) establishing an independent mechanism,18

with representation from civil society, to monitor19

programs to combat drug trafficking and related20

violence and organized crime, judicial reform,21

anti-corruption, and rule of law activities to en-22

sure due process and the protection of freedoms23

of expression, association, and assembly, and24
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rights of privacy, in accordance with Mexican1

goals, actions to be taken, budget proposals, and anticipated6

results.7

(g) CONSULTATION.—Not later than 90 days after the8

date of the enactment of this Act, and every 120 days there-9

after until September 30, 2010, the Secretary of State shall10

consult with Mexican and internationally recognized11

human rights organizations on progress in meeting the re-12

quirements described in subsection (b).13

available through the United States Agency for Inter-26
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national Development for an Economic and Social Develop-1

ment Fund for Central America: Provided further, That of2

the funds made available pursuant to this section,3

$5,000,000 shall be made available for assistance for Haiti4

and $5,000,000 shall be made available for assistance for5

the Dominican Republic: Provided further, That of the6

funds made available pursuant to this section that are7

available for assistance for Guatemala, not less than8

$1,000,000 shall be made available for a United States con-9

tribution to the International Commission Against Impu-10

nity in Guatemala: Provided further, That none of the11

funds shall be made available for budget support or as cash12

payments: Provided further, That, with the exception of the13

first and third provisos in this section, none of the funds14

shall be available for obligation until the Secretary of State15

determines and reports to the Committees on Appropria-16

tions that vetting procedures are in place to ensure that17

members and units of the military and police forces of the18

countries of Central America, Haiti and the Dominican Re-19

public that receive assistance pursuant to this section have20

not been involved in human rights violations or corrupt21

acts.22

to be taken, budget proposals and anticipated results.10

(f) CONSULTATION.—Not later than 90 days after the11

date of enactment of this Act and every 120 days thereafter12

until September 30, 2010, the Secretary of State shall con-13

sult with internationally recognized human rights organi-14

zations, and human rights organizations in the countries15

of Central America, Haiti and the Dominican Republic re-16

(1) On September 11, 2001, terrorists attacked25

(2) Service on active duty in the Armed Forces3

has been especially arduous for the members of the4

Armed Forces since September 11, 2001.5

(3) The United States has a proud history of of-6

fering educational assistance to millions of veterans,7

as demonstrated by the many ‘‘G.I. Bills’’ enacted8

since World War II. Educational assistance for vet-9

erans helps reduce the costs of war, assist veterans in10

readjusting to civilian life after wartime service, and11

boost the United States economy, and has a positive12

effect on recruitment for the Armed Forces.13

(4) The current educational assistance program14

for veterans is outmoded and designed for peacetime15

service in the Armed Forces.16

(5) The people of the United States greatly value17

military service and recognize the difficult challenges18

involved in readjusting to civilian life after wartime19

service in the Armed Forces.20

(6) It is in the national interest for the United21

States to provide veterans who serve on active duty22

in the Armed Forces after September 11, 2001, with23

enhanced educational assistance benefits that are wor-24

thy of such service and are commensurate with the25
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educational assistance benefits provided by a grateful1

Nation to veterans of World War II.2

purposes of assisting States (as provided in title III of the11

(d) APPROPRIATIONS FOR CERTAIN PAYMENTS.—14

There are appropriated from the general fund of the Treas-15

ury, without fiscal year limitation, to the extended unem-16

ployment compensation account (as so established) of the17

Unemployment Trust Fund (as so established) such sums18

as the Secretary estimates to be necessary to make the pay-19

5005. (a) IN GENERAL.—If an individual know-4

ingly has made, or caused to be made by another, a false5

statement or representation of a material fact, or knowingly6

has failed, or caused another to fail, to disclose a material7

fact, and as a result of such false statement or representa-8

tion or of such nondisclosure such individual has received9

an amount of emergency unemployment compensation10

under this title to which such individual was not entitled,11

such individual—12

(1) shall be ineligible for further emergency un-13

employment compensation under this title in accord-14

ance with the provisions of the applicable State un-15

employment compensation law relating to fraud in16

connection with a claim for unemployment compensa-17

(2) shall be subject to prosecution under section19

1001 of title 18, United States Code.20

(b) REPAYMENT.—In the case of individuals who have21
